There  was  food  to  get,  and  the  ground  made  ready  to  farm, 

Do  they  met  In  homes  to  pray,  with  Sunday  school  in  e.  barn* 

Altho  this  was  a  lowly  place,  the  worship  was  sincere; 

Fox*  vme  not  the  Lavlour  born  in  such  a  place  as  hore? 

These  pioneers  had  hard  times,  but  a  hope  secure, 

,,ltn  determination  for  a  church  that  would  endure. 

Building  it  would  take  nuite  a  time,  so  before  it  was  done; 
'Twas  organized  the  Central  Baptist  In  Ibjl. 

In  time  they  had  a  church  building  At'd  a  place  to  meet 
For  worship  and  prayer  meetings,  with  a  covenant  to  keep. 

The  membership  was  not  large,  but  the  country  would  growl 
Tnis  was  a  great  place  to  live  in*  with  good  neighbors  to  know. 

It  was  not  always  smooth  going;  f°r  &  cyclone  one  day 
Came  in  1851,  and  blew  the  building  away, 

'"he  foundation  only  remained,  when  the  wind  was  still.. 

Parte  were  found  all  around,  while  some  reached  rdenvale. 

P11  they  give  up?  Not  the  men  and  women  of  that  dayi 
In  a  few  years  it  was  rebuilt,  and  stands  hore  to-day. 

I'inioters  filled  with  Spiritual  Life  answered  the  call, 

'.’ho  helped  to  enrich  the  church  and  the  lives  of  all. 

There  were  deacons,  trustees,  officers  and  members  too, 

,ho  have  helped  to  moke  it  stronger,  steadfast  and  true. 
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
